LOAN SHARKS 
WILL BE HIT 


BY NEW LAW, 


Measure Passed At Last 
Session Becomes Oper- 


ative January | 


OTTAWA, Dec, 22—A new law 
designed to protect the public 
from so-called “loan sharks” and 
to place the small loan business 
On an efficient basis becomes op- 
erative Jan, 1. 

This measure was passed last 
regular session of parliament, being 
initiated in the Senate. 

Under the new regulations for 
small loans—those not more than 
$500—the cost of the loan to the 
borrower must be shown plainly 
and must not exceed two per cent 
per month for a 15-month loan 
on the amount actually placed in 
the hands of the borrower, 

The cost is chargeable only on 
the amount advanced and payable 
only on the amount remaining a* 
repayments are made, The rate is

“We know,” said Daladier, “that 
Poland and Finland were equal in 
heroism but unequal in methods and 
military operations.

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The Crime of Listening 
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News comes from Berlin that within 
24 hours eight persons were sentenced to 
prison terms of from one to two and a 
half years for having twirled their dials to 
foreign radio stations and listened to news 
broadcasts from abroad. 

The news value in the report is in the 
large number of offenders sentenced in so 
brief a period of time. That it is an of- 
fence for a resident of Germany to listen 
to a foreign station is well known abroad, 
and despatches have told of many in- 
stances of persons caught doing this hav- 
ing been sent to jail. But this seems to 
be the largest “batch” the outside world 
has heard about. 

Listening to foreign newscasts, it 
seems, is a growing habit in Germany, de- 
spite the Gestapo, the ever-present danger 
that the listener may be reported by his 
neighbors, and the certainty that severe 
punishment wil] fall upon him if he is re- 
ported. Free listening in Germany has 
been put on the black list, along with free 
speech and a free press. But the court ac- 
tivities show the hunger for uncolored 
news has not been killed. 


Help For The Finns 


In agreement with the resolution 
passed by the Assembly of the League of 
Nations, the Supreme War Council of the 
Allies will give Finland all the support, 
“moral and material,” that can be spared. 

From the way they are carrying on it 
is material rather than moral support 
the Finns require. There seems to be, em- 
phatically, nothing the matter with their 

norale, Given arms and munitions and 
food and clothing, they show every pro- 
mise of continuing the fight for their free- 
dom indefinitely. 

The resolution passed at Geneva is no 
more binding upon the Allied countries 
than upon neutral countries which are also 
League members; and an urgent invita- 
tion was given non-member nations to also 
join in providing the hard-pressed little 
republic with the means to live and fight. 

The United States has already given 
help to the Finns in several ways, while 
Britain and France have spared them 
fighting planes and other war supplies. 
The heroic stand they are making deserves 
assistance from every country that values 
its own freedom and is in position to con- 
tribute. 

Morally the Finns have the backing of 
every nation except Russia and possibly 
Germany and Japan—though even Ger- 
many was reported some time ago to have 
sent them rifles. But kind wishes and ap- 
proving sentiment will not fill their stom- 
achs, keep them warm, and take the place 
of guns and ammunition. 

Food, clothing and munitions are the 
things they need, and need as soon as they 
can be delivered. It is the neutrals, not 
the Allies, who are in the better position 
to meet their urgent calls for help. 


Adolf the Scuttler 


The Columbus, third largest unit in 
Germany's mercantile marine, left Vera 
Cruz last week for a dash to a home port. 
Tuesday night the vessel burned and sank 
400 miles off the Virginia coast. The U. 
S. cruiser Tuscaloosa, which picked up 
the crew, paddling about in the ship's 
boats, supplied the explanation by wire- 
less, 

There was a British destroyer in the vi- 
cinity. It had not torpedoed or shelled the 
Columbus, The crew saved it the bother, 
by setting the ship afire and opening the 
sea cocks. Apparently, for this is only 
the latest of a dozen instances of the kind. 
Allied warships no longer have to halt 
enemy merchant ships, take off the 
crews, and waste ammunition sinking the 
vessels or coal in taking them to port. All 
one of them has to do is show up on the 
horizon. The crew of the merchantman 
do the rest. Scuttling is now routine pro- 
cedure on German vessels in such circum- 
stances, 

The object of course is to prevent the 
ships and their cargoes falling into Allied 
hands, The immediate effect in each case 
is to reduce by oiie the number of carriers 
available to German oversea commerce, 
This, however, is diminishingly serious, 
because the commerce itself is down to 
tragle propertions. Germany in fact 
doesn’t need the ships, for it can neither 
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use them to carry goods abroad nor to 
bring supplies home. 

These ‘suicide’ ships are symbolic. 
They illustrate what Hitler is doing to 
German commerce and to Germany itself. 
The commerce he has all but destroyed; 
the country he is destroying both surely 
and swiftly. Germany, too, will be “scut- 
tled” if its people do not take matters in 
hand, get rid of the madman and set up a 
government that will leave other coun- 
tries in peace. 


Rumania Makes a Deal 


Rumania has signed a new trade 
agreement with Germany, under which it 
is to sell the Reich 190,000 tons of oil per 
month, more than twice the amount 
shipped thither in recent months. To 
facilitate payment it also agrees to accept 
Reich marks at an inflated valuation. 

This of course is a distinct and very 
substantial gain to German industry and 
will enable the Nazi motorized war ma- 
chines to operate more freely, in the air, 
on land and sea. The agreement is a diplo- 
matic victory for the enemy, the more 
notable because the Allies have an assist- 
ance pact with Rumania, and have been 
reported to be buying its oil supplies to 
enable it to keep out of the Nazi orbit. 

By what means Rumania was con- 
strained to make the deal will appear 
later. That it was put under pressure of 
some sort is rather more than probable. 
Mussolini may have done his undeserving 
axis partner the favor of telling Rumania 
it could not look for Italian support 
against Russia unless it sold him the oil. 
And likely enough Herr Hitler promised 
his protection also—for what it is worth— 
against his Soviet ally. 

The obvious fact is that Russian oil 
supplies have not been forthcoming in 
sufficient quantities or at a price Berlin 
was willing to pay, whether because 
Russia could not deliver or because it was 
holding out for more money. In any case, 
Moscow is not going to like the deal any 
better than the Allies do. 

There is room in the situation for a 
surmise that Stalin’s drive to extinguish 
German commercial interests in the Baltic 
area has chilled the relations with Berlin, 
and brought about a German-Italian com- 
bination to block his acquisitive designs 
on Rumania’s province of Bessarabia. 
There is no room to doubt that Hitler let 
Rumania understand that if he didn’t get 
the oil he would stand aside and let Stalin 
grab the province. 


Mr. John Harrold, one of the well 
known farmers in the Sturgeon district, 
has been named a member of the advisory 
committee which will help the bacon board 
stimulate production to meet the terms of 
the new agreement under which Britain 
is to buy up to 5,000,000 pounds of Cana- 
dian bacon and hams weekly. Mr. Harrold 
will be Alberta’s farmer representative on 
the committee, which includes nominees 
from most of the other provinces. The 
work of this committee will be vital to the 
success of the undertaking, and its mem- 
bers have been chosen, as have those of 
the bacon board, because of their knowl- 
edge of hog production, related branches 
of agriculture, and the packing business.

Scores of times they had made complaint at 
the noise of the contractors engaged with steam 
shovels, concrete mixers and steam whistles, 
night and day, on a $699,000 concrete laying job. 
The contractors sent witnesses, who deposed that 
the job had to be finished by next day :: orde: 
to qualify for a federal bonus. 

Ordering the plaintiffs to leave the witness 
stand and come before him for sentence, Magis- 
trate H. H. Corran pondered on the law and the 
precedents.

“I sentence you,” he told the breathless 
Lewises, “to take a night out tonight while the 
contractors get their job finished. Go to a swell 
restaurant and have a good dinner—the best you 
can find in town. Take some wine with it; I'd 
Suggest Burgundy, Clos Vougeot, 1923; that’s the 
best you can get.

tary effort. Each of the Empire's representatives 
has spoken, and the words of each have stirred 
the world. When Colonel Reitz announced 
South Africa’s resolve to help with all her might, 
and made a personal declaration that “I offer my 
life to the nation that has treated my people so 
generously”; when Mr. Casey, in his fine speech, 
said he had come “‘to find out how best Australia 
could give her utmost assistance to the common 
cause”; when Mr. Crerar affirmed that “in this 
war we in Canada are with you, and you are 
with us, to the end”; and when Mr. Fraser, from 
remote but sturdy New Zealand, declared that 
“every inch of our soil and every man in the 
country are at the disposal of the cause,” these 
words were not spoken lightly, nor did they lack 
the backing of work already done and further 
plans prepared. ... Thus the Dominions rally 
round, rather as a family does, in time of stress, 
and an answer is thrown at those who said that 
the British Commonwealth would never march 
in step again.—Time and Tide (London). 


Pressure 


There is nothing new in the assertion made 
by Virginio Gayda, an editorial mouthpiece for 
Mussolini, that Italy is a “prisoner” of Britain 
in the Mediterranean. That has been the basis 
of Italy's former claims. Of course, Italy has 
never been coifined or limited by British con- 
trol of the outlets of the Mediterranean, but 
the possibility serves as a grievance. 

The statement of this complaint in itself 
is of no especial moment, But the making of 
the statement at this time is of interest. It is 
made just as the diplomatic conflict is approach- 
ing an important stage at Geneva and when 
an effort is being made to line up the Balkans 
and neutrals against aggressors. 

The statement is merely an effort to revive 
former Italian claims for the purpose of bringing 
pressure on Britain at this particular time, 
possibly with the idea that by such means Bri- 
tain can be persuaded to use its influence in 
the League to have the Balkan section of such 
a lineup dominated by Italy. 

And perhaps it is a restating of Italy's price 
for completely breaking with Germany. That is 
to say, Mussolini may be trying to sell Italian 
influence in the Balkans to Britain and the 
League, and declaring his price for doing so. 
His alternative is that he will rely on German 
backing in that area to oppose Russia. It rather 
suggests that Mussolini is either expecting a 
break between Moscow and Berlin or that he 
is quite willing to do a chore for Hitler and 
concea! it from Hitler's ally, Stalin —Saskatoon

Force Czech 
To Sign Dea 


Adolf Hitler’s 
“‘Eagle’s Nest’’ 
Brings Creeps 


PARIS, Dec. 22.—-A_ visit to 
Adolf Hitler's “Eagle Nest” re- 
treat in the Bavarian mountains 
definitely gave him “the creeps,” 
Andre Francois-Poncet, French 
Ambassador to Rome, said in a 
Teport to his government. 

The report of Francois-Poncet, 
formerly ambassador to Ger- 
many, was published yesterday in 
a French “yellow book” consist- 
ing of more. than 350 diplomatic 
documents on_ international 
events from the Munich agree- 
tment to the start of the present 
war. 

“I felt suspended in space,” 
Francois-Poncet wrote to the 
foreign office October 20, 1938, 
during the confused post-Munich 
era. 

“The effect was grandiose, 
savage, almost like an hallucina- 
tion.” 

Francois-Poncet was invited to 
the retreat, which he said was 
surrounded by machine gun 
nests, when he took leave of Ger- 
many to assume his new post in 
Rome. 

The ambassador said he asked 
himself whether he was in a 
“Victor Hugo fantasy” or “a den 
of thieves where they rested and 
counted. thelr their treasures.”

‘or complete capitulation when 
they were ushered in to see the 
fuehrer on the eve of the republic’s 
collapse. 

ARGUMENT UNSUCCESSFUL 

“The fuehrer immediateiy aca- 
vised the Czech plenipotentiaries,’ 
the report said, “that Prague would 
be occupied by 9 o'clock the follow- 
ing day and that whoever tried to 
resist would be overridden rough- 
shod.” 

Hitler put his signature to the 
waiting document and stalked from 
the room within two minutes after 
the meeting began 


Bewildered and shaken, the 
Czech statesmen were left with 
lesser Nazi leaders with whom 
they held a night-long, unsuccess- 
ful argument, 

The Nazi spokesmen would listen 
to nothing. According to Coulon- 
dre's report, Hacha and Chalkovsky 
| were literally chased around the 
conference table time and time 
again, with Hitler's spokesmen 
warning that half of Prague would
